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Government Leading the Effort on Climate Change 
^ and Food Security Issue! 



Climate change poses an increasing challenge to many Sub-Saharan Afri- 
can nations; however, some countries that have been particularly impacted 
- such as Lesotho - are finding innovative and long-term solutions to ad- 
dress climate-related issues. 

For the past several months Lesotho has struggled with food shortages and 
low crop yields as a result of severe drought followed by heavy flooding - 
extreme weather that is believed to be linked to climate change. 

In August, the Government of Lesotho declared a National Food Crisis, 
mid in late September Prime Minister Motsoahae Thabane appealed to 
the international community for urgent humanitarian assistance during 
his address at the UN General Assembly in New York 

Estimates suggest nearly one-third of Lesotho's two million citizens have 
been affected by the recent food shortage; small-scale fanners, sharecrop- 
pers and their families residing in Lesotho's Southern Highlands have been 
most severely impacted by consecutive crop failures. 

In response to the food shortages, development partners and UN agencies 
have worked with the Government of Lesotho to identify immediate and 
long-term solutions. The United Nations World Food Program (WFP) 
has launched an emergency operation to assist 200,000 Lesotho residents 
with immediate food aid over the next several months; at the same time, 
the WFP is also working with other UN agencies (such as the Food and 
Agricultural Organization [FAO]) to find longer-term solutions to food 
security issues in the region, particularly those linked to climate change. 
The FAO also recently launched a program intended to help farmers in 



Lesotho access better agricultural inputs and rehabilitate environmentally 
degraded land 

In particular, the Government is working with the FAO to train farmers in 
new methods and technologies that will enhance output through conserva- 
tion agriculture, which promotes crop diversification and helps maintain 
soil quality. In one method farmers dig basins in planting areas, then fill 
the holes with manure and fertilizer; after it rains, farmers plant seeds in 
the basins, thus minimizing water evaporation and maximizing crop yield. 

Although the impacts of climate change on food security cannot be solved 
in the short-term, the Government remains resolute in pursuing strategies 
like these to better combat food security challenges and strengthen local 
farmers' capacity to adapt to climate change in Lesotho.

Southern Africa Trade Hub Conducts Data Analysis Training 



This past September, the Southern Africa Trade Hub (SATH) conducted 
a Trade Data Analysis Training in Maseru for technical staff at Lesotho's 
Ministry of Trade, Industry, Cooperatives and Marketing (MTCIM) and 
other stakeholders working on trade issues. 

SATH is a program funded by the United States Agency for International 
Development (USAID), with the objective of increasing international 
competitiveness, intra-regional trade and food security in Southern Africa. 

Based in Gaborone, Botswana, the Trade Hub delivers targeted technical 
assistance to governments, the private sector and civil society organizations 
to advance the regional trade investment agenda within Southern Africa. 

As the ability to conduct high-quality analysis of trade data is essential for 
policy making, government officials must know where to obtain reliable 
trade data, how to analyze it and formulate related policy recommenda- 
tions. 



The SATH two-day training was designed to enable participants to analyze 
trade policy issues and trade data, thereby enhancing trade negotiations 
and facilitating an improved trade environment 

Knowledge of trade and tariff analysis is crucial for implementing die gov- 
ernment's plan to further diversify export-led growth. In order to create 
trade and tariff statistics, officials need a thorough knowledge of relevant 
databases, trade classifications, indicators, and related information tech- 
nology. 

The workshop covered all of these knowledge areas and also engaged 
participants in hands-on exercises using World Integrated Trade Solution 
(WITS) database software.
